U. S. senator, Joseph T. Meek, would receive about 60 per cent of the 
Dixon vote, a straw poll by the Dixon Evening: Telegraph indicates 


A total of 461 cast ballots in the poll Thursday. Meek received 276 


votes, and incumbent Democratic Sen. Paul H. Douglas got 1S5. 


Comparing the straw poll results 


with returns from the 1948 general 
election. Douglas is making

stronger race this year than he did 
m his first campaign. The incum- 
bent Republican Sen. C. Weyland 
Brooks received almost 66 per cent 
of Dixon township's votes, com- 
pared with 60 per cent for Meek 
in the straw vote.

Lonely Place 


Judge Bracken started his sen- 


i tencmg speech by saying, "The

i loneliest place in the world. It is 
the duty of the couit to protect 
society from men like you two be- 
cause you seem to have an utter 
disregard for other people's prop- 
eity " 


Judge Bracken then addressed 


his remarks to Wilson, "You. Mr. 
Wilson, have been 
given 
every 


break possible," citing the way 
State's Atty. James Bales had 
changed an auto larceny charge 
last year to a County Court charge 
of tampering- with an automobile. 
As a result. Wilson got off with a 
year's sentence to the Vandalia 
state farm. 


"You have been granted a. psy- 


chiatric examination by the court 
and you were found in a normal 
mental condition. 
You know the 


difference between right and wrong. 
Mr. Wiison. but you don't pay any 
attention to it." 


"Flunks" Lesson 


Judge Bracken then turned to 


Rowland and said. "You have been 
in prison before and still haven't 
learned your lesson. 
You aren't 


the vicious type of criminal but 
you are a menace to society be- 
cause you think you can take other 
people's property anytime you feel 
like u. 


"The biggest thing that you have 


done. Mr. Rowland, is to let your

Died Saturday 


Latta died about noon Saturday 


in Dixon KSB hospital following a 
street fight with two members of 
the Bettendorf high school football 
team late Friday in Amboy. 


A Lee county coroner's jury said 


Latta's death was caused by a 
fractured skull suffered from a fall 
on a cement sidewalk during a 
fight. 


According to testimony given at 


the Sunday's 
inquest. Latta al- 


legedly toojf offense to some re- 
marks made by some of the Bet- 
tendorf players outside an Amboy 
cafe while the players were "hors- 
ing around" following their 21-0 
win over Amboy. 


Latta engaged in * fist fight 


with Charles Hackdtt, 19, team full- 
back, but was fatally injured while 
wrestling with James Fox after tht 
fist fight was broken up by th« 
Bettendorf coaches. 


Bales has been conducting an in- 


vestigation into the matter sine* 
the coroner's 
jury returned an 


"open veidict". 
He said he has 


been 
questioning 
eye - witnesses 


fiom Amboy for the past three 
days. 


K.xplains Homicide 


Bales explained the use of the 


word "homicide1' in his petition as 
being the legal term for death and

The Future of American Colleges 


The average American college already is overcrowded. 


It is having increasing trouble getting and holding competent 
teachers. It is faced with major financial problems caused 
bv ballooning operating costs. 


" Yet. compared with what is to come, it is currently sit- 
ting pretty. 
According to recent figures, college enrollment today 


(2.500,000) is the largest in peacetime history. And the 
"baby boom" of the Forties has not begun ^ be felt yet 
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. 
to teach them, will be serious national problems. 


This, of course, is hardly surprising. The dilemma of elimination of fraudulent and misleading classified advertising. Tha payable strictly in advance. 


snowballine school enrollment is one that is now familiar to 
almost every community. It is currently most acute in our 
public elementary schools, and soon will be felt in our high 
schools as the wave of new pupils advances.

But the problem, as viewed from the college level, in- 


cludes an important factor which may make it extra severe. 


Most elementary and high schools are supported by pub- 


lic funds. The need for new expansion can thus be financed 
in full, however painful the job may be. through federal, 
state and local taxation. And as pressure from parents 
steadily mounts, it almost certainly will be. 


But a college or university may have to fend for itself. 


Institutions of higher learning currently number 1900, and 
roughly two-thirds are private. In order to meet their ex- 
pansion needs, those without state support will have to rely 
for the most part, on gifts from alumni and corporations. 


The only other alternatives—raising their rates of tui- 


tion or cutting down their activities—are loaded with serious 
dangers. Tuition rates, for instance, are higher today than 
ever before. Boosting them even more would force many 
thousands of qualified students to curtail their educations.

As reported in recent surveys, practically every college 


has financial headaches already. Many will'run in the red 
this year and will have to engage in fund-raising drives 
merely to balance their books. The prospect of finding ad- 
ditional cash to prepare for the needs of tomorrow can only 
be classed as grim. 


Just how much must be found, in roughly another dec- 


ade or so. xvas revealed at a recent meeting of the American 


^ Council on Education. Dr. Arthur S. Adams, president, said 
'adequate housing and classrooms alone would cost some 
512.000,000.000. And besides putting up new buildings, he 
added, the schools must recruit and pay about 100,000 new 
teachers. 


It is truly a staggering challenge, but one that will have 


to be met. At stake is essential training for America's future 
leadership, on which may depend our survival.

brought his 15-year-old son in to 
see me. Evidently the boy had been 
misbehaving and more or less as 
a last icsort the father thought 
there might be some physical con- 
di'ion responsible. 


The boy was sullen, uncom- 


municative and obviously appeared 
in the doctor's office only because 
he was forced to do so. The father 
was extremely upset and constant- 
ly spoke sharply to the boy. 


There was nothing 
physically 


wrong with the youngster and his 
mental reaction, so far as one 
ro'jH tr!! by rorversation, wa.c 
perfectly normal. It did not. how- 
ever, take long to tell what was 
wrong and I discussed it with both 
father and son together. 


First. I pointed out to the father 


that a 15-year-old boy was no long- 
er a ba be-in-arms nor even a small 
child and could not be ordered 
.around as he had been when young- 
er. The father had evidently been 
raised in the old school where the 
father's word was law and expected 
his teen-age son to obey his every 
word without question. In other 
words the father had not been able 
to adjust himself gradually to the 
growing maturity and outside in- 
terests of his son. 


The boy. on the other hand, com- 


pletely lacked any understanding 
of h.s father. He failed to realize 
that the father was picking on him 
a!) the time because of the fath- 
ei 's love for his son and desire that 
he should develop into a fine up- 
standing man. This was apparently 
a new idea to the boy: his eyes wid- 
ened to the thought that his father 
would cut off his own right hand if 
it -would help the son! 


I hope that the conversation may 


have meant the beginning of a new 
understanding between father and 
son and the gradual development 
of a more happy relationship.

Democratic chiefs called Barkley 


out of political retirement as the 
only man who could recapture the 
Senate seat which Cooper won two 
years ago after the death of Demo- 
cratic Sen. Virgil Chapman. 


They are counting on Berkley's 


enormous persona! popularity plus 
a voter swing-Back to the Demo- 
crats to turn the trick and put 
their party in a stronger positions 
for the state elections next year. 
At this point-there is a general 
agreement the odds are in favor 
of Barkley winning. 


Cooper Strong 


But Cooper is making a strong 


race and there are some — even a 
few Democrats — who say he may 
pull the biggest surprise of the en- 
tire national campaign. 


Here are some of the factors on 


both sides: 


Berkley's name is known to 


practically every adult in Kentucky 
—and he's running in a state that 
normally is Democratic. 


The voters from 1913 to 1925 


sent him 'regularly to represent 
them in Congress and from 1927 
to 1948 they kept him in the Sen- 
ate. Then in 1948 they voted for 
him as vice president. 


Over the years. Barkley became 


a political legend in Kentucky and 
he was considered invincible at the 
polls. 


Unemployment, particularly in 


the coal fields, would appear to be 
a factor working in Berkley's fa- 
vor. Another would be the fact that 
about 70 per cent of the county of- 
fices in Kentucky are controlled 
by Democrats, in addition to the 
state government. 


Great Appeal 


On the other side, Cooper has 


proved he has a great deal of ap- 
peal to the voters. He won a short- 
term Senate .<?pst in 19-15 when 
former Democratic Sen. A. B. 
"Happy" Chandler resigned to be- 
come commissioner of baseball. 


Cooper was nosed out by Virgil 


Chapman in 1948. but he came back 
two years ago to capture the seat 
vacated by Chapman's death, al- 
though President Eisenhower lost 
Kentucky to Adlai Stevenson by 
700 votes. Meanwhile, he served as 


R U. S. delegate In the United Na- 
tions. 


As a senator, Cooper didn't 


achieve the national position of 
Barkley, but he did make a record 
which even Democrats say made 
friends for him. 


On the congressional front, re- 


liable sources say there isn't likely 
to be any change in the present 
lineup of six Democrats and two 
Republicans.
